Abr. 20. This morning we had fair wea- 
ther and a gentle Southerly wind. about ſeven 


Wie came to ſail. We turned out about two | 


Leagues, but the wind coming to the Eaſtward 


of the South, about twelve we anchored off of 
Cauſin. About three it began to blow treſh, at 
which time we weighed, and we anchored ; in 


the Sound. In the evening it blew a perfect 
Storm at South-ſouth-eaſt, (the worſt of Finds 
in that Road.) A Merchant-man hard by us, 


ſlipt and ran into Ham- Ouſe. The wind con- 


tinued extraordinary hard all night ; We got 
the Sheet-Anchor over the fide, and TS: 
to &0 aſhore ever Y minute, | 


Abr. 21, This morning che Wind came 
about to the South-weſt, and all day blew 
freſh. At eight at night we weigh'd, Lag 
ſtood off South-ſouth-eaſt, until twelve: 


bout which time it began to blow a 5 855 
fret of Wind Weſt- ſouth- weſt; and we lay 
by under a Main- ſail reev'd, expecting that 


even that would have been Ha away from 
the Yard, But though the Wind was 4 boi- 


ſterous,

ſterous, yet the running of Shot, Cheſts, 
and looſe things about the Ship, made almoſt 


as great noiſe as that. We had about ſix- 
teen or ſeventeen Buts and Pipes of Wine in 
the Steerage, all which gave way together, 


and the Head of one of them broke out. 
We ſhip'd ſeveral great Seas over our Quar- 
ter, as well as Waſte. Sometimes for nigh the 
ſpace of a minute the Ship would ſeem to 
be all under water; and again, ſometimes 
would ſeem fairly to ſettle on one ſide. The 
Cheſts, Fc. ſwim'd between Decks; and we 


had ſeveral foot of water in the Hold. In ſhort 
the weather was ſo bad, that the whole Ship's 


Company declar'd that they thought they had 
never ſeen the like, and that it was impoſſible. 


for it to be worſe. Notwithſtanding all this, 


our Ports were neither calk'd nor lin'd, the 
want of doing which, was ſuppoſed to occaſion 
the loſs of the Coronation. During this dread- 
ful ſeaſon I quietly kept my Bed, though very 


wet by reaſon of the water that came into my 


Scuttle. 'The behaviour of our Pugs at this time 
was not a little remarkable: ſome few of them 


would pray, but more of them curſed and 


ſwore louder than the Wind and Weather. I 
cannot forbear writing one inſtance of this na- 
ture, and that is in the Story which was told 


me the next morning of George the Calker, 


and Old Robin Anderſon. Poor George on, 
very apprehenſive of his being a Sinner, an 


now in great danger of bis Life, fell down

cant ye? Thus the one kept praying and 


curſing, and t' other railing for half an hour, 
when a great Log of wood by the rowling 

of the Ship, tumbled upon George's Legs, and 
bruiſed him a little ; which George taking up 
into his Hands, and thinking it had been 


thrown at him by old Robin, let fly at the old 


Fellow, together with a whole Broad-ſide of 
Oaths and Curſes; and fo they fell to boxing. 
I mention this only to ſhow the incorrigible 
ſenſeleſsneſs of ſuch Tarpawlin Wretches f in 
the e extremity of Danger. 


Apr. 22. From twelve at Night till four 
this Morning we lay by, when the wind began 
to abate ſomewhat; then we furl'd our Main- 
ſail, and went away only with the Clew of 
our Fore-fail, the Start then bearing from us 
North, about three or four Leagues off ; it 
blew lo brd, (the Wind ſtill weſterly) that

Apr. 23. At ſeven this Morning we e weigh- 


ed, and between eight and nine anchored at 


Spithead, and joined Rear-admiral Carter. All

Apr. 24. All the e of the y! it blew 


21 freſh at South-weſt ; about five in the Even- 
ing the Wind came up at North-weſt. The 


Rear-Admiral ſoon gave his Signal for weigh- 

ing. Between ſix and ſeven we all weighed; 
and the wind coming about again to the South- 
weſt, we were all forced to bring too about nine 
in St. Helen's Road,

Apr. 26. At one this Morning on the Ebb 
we all weighed. The Ships Nan and

The In- 
habitants of the Iſland we found in a great 
conſternation, being very jealous that the 
| French had a deſign. to make an Invaſion 


there; they having received certain advice of 


great Preparations which the French were mak 
ing about Havre-ge-Grace and other parts of 
Normandy, for an Imbarkation ; and having 
ſeen ſeveral Shallops, Sloops, &c., within this 

fortnight, to the number of ſome hundreds paſs 
by on * ſide to the Eaſtward, in order, (as 
they ſuppoſed, ) to take in Soldiers. The Ifland 
is very plentiful, and all things extraordinary 
cheap. The beſt Cyder is fold at a Penny a 
quart, and beſt Claret at 3 J. a Hogſhead. 

Out Purſer and I took a walk ſome Miles! in- 
to the Country, which abounds with neat re- 
gular Orchards and all forts of Tillage. Prim- 
roſes and Violets were almoſt the only weeds 
we could ſee. T a en People ſpeak no

Engliſh, and we could not ſpeak French enough 
to make them underſtand us, ſo that we were 
very hard put to it to find our way again to 


the Town. My Lord Monmouth their Go- 


vernor came over with us to put the place in 


a Poſture of Defence, in caſe the French 
ſhould attempt to land there. It is about fif- 
teen Miles about, and can raiſe of its own In- 


habitants between three and four Thouſand 


Men, beſides five Companies of Soldiers latelß 
ſent thither from England, The Caſtle at the 
fide of St. Peter*s-Port (the only Town) was 
almoſt gone to Ruin, but they are repairing 
it now as faſt as they can. This Caſtle makes 


an Iſland of itſelf, about the bigneſs of St. 


| Nicolas's Iſland near Plymouth, and the coming 


to it is as difficult; and indeed the whole Coaſt 
hereabout is very dangerous by reaſon of ſun- 


ken Rocks; and there is ſcarce any ſafe anchor- 
ing all round the Iſland, but only in Guernſey 


Road ; and no good landing but with Boats or

About ſix we diſcovered a Veſlel a League or 
two to the Eaſtward of us, endeavouring to 
get in with the Shore: At eight we had a 
{mall breeze between the North and Eaſt, and 
all our Boats together with the Bridget Gally 
were ordered to give chace to her, 55 about 
ten they drove her aſhoar near Cheirbur; 5 


(alias Sherbrook) and fo left her; about the 
ſame time we anchored, Cape-de-. Hague bear- 


ing Weſt-ſouth-weſt about four Leagues off, 
It began to be very foggy when we anchored ; 


and ſo it continued for three or four Hours, g 
At one in the Afternoon, a Veſſel came into 


our Fleet and ſhew'd French Colours, upon 


which the Deptford (which was the neareſt 
Ship to her) put out Genoeſe Colours, She 
made a Signal to us which we could not an- 
ſwer, ſo ſhe ſtood away with all the fail ſhe 
could make to the Northward. The Deptford 
fired ſeveral Guns at her, but none reached 
her. The Admiral ordered our Ship and the 
 Tyger to cut and chaſe her; which accordingly 
we did, About three, our Ship being fore- 
' moſt, came within ſhot of her, and at one 
Gun ſhe ſtruck to us, being a mall King's 
Ship called in French, La Vola e, in Engliſh, 
the Wild, having eight Guns, four Patareroes, 
and forty Men ; being come from Havre-de-

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Grace, and bound for Breſt with a Pacquet 


for Monſieur Tourville, which, when they 
found they could not get from us, they had 
thrown overboard, Our Boats not being a- 


board, we were forced to board her with our 
Ship ; and our Men having never an Officer 


with them plundered what they pleaſed, . and 
what was not for their turn, __ ee 


or flung over-board. At ſeven we brought her 
in to our Fleet, which we found plying to 
_ windward between Cheirburgh and Cape Bar- 
fleur. The Captain of her (one Monſieur du 
Boccage) told us that Monſieur Tourville was 
hourly expected on this Coaſt with about Fifty | 
fail of Men of War, and that a Fleet lately 

was failed from Havre-de-Grace with French 

and Iriſh Soldiets at leaſt forty thouſand for 
Bret, and denied any Imbarkation on this 
_ Coaſt ; but he ſaid he met fifty empty Veſſels 

this Morning bound for Havre-de-Grace : but

May 13. Admiral Ruſſel, Admiral Almonde, 
the Admiral and Vice-Admiral of the Blue, and 
Rear-Admiral of the Red, joined us at St. Hel- 
kn's; where now all the Engliſh are together. 


May 14. Several of the Dutch joined us. 
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May 1 5. Thisafternoon the General made the 
Signal for all Commanders to come aboard him, | 
where he ſhewed them a ſcurrilous Letter, that | 
had been intercepted in its way to France, 
wherein the Officers of the Fleet are baſely 
ſaid to be either Cowards or diſaffected to the 
preſent Government, whereupon they took 


occaſion all of them to expreſs their Fidelity 
to their Majeſties, and willingneſs to ſerve them 
to the utmoſt of their Power, in an Addreſs, 


May 17. At two in hs Morning all un- 
moored, and at five came to fail, the Wind 


Northerly and fair Weather, At nine it being 
calm we anchor'd, bringing Dunnoſe Weſt: 


ſouth-weſt, and Bembridge Point North. At 
two in the Afternoon we weighed and ſtood 


off till four, then anchor'd, the Culver-Cl; 
 North-weſt and by North five Miles off. This 


Evening we received the place of Rendez- 
vous, which 1 is St. Helen s. + 


May 18. Fair Winder and little Wind a- 
bout Weſt-ſouth-weſt. At ten weigh'd and 
drew into a Line of Battle. At Noon Dunnoſe 

bore North-weſt and by Weſt four or five 
Leagues off. We ſtood off South ng uh 
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Thurſday, May 19, 1692. At three this 


Morning our Scouts made the Signal for diſ- 


covering the Enemy; ſo the Admiral preſent- 
ly made the Signal to draw into a Line of Bat- 
tle, which we ſoon did, and made clear Ships. 
It being foggy, we in the Fleet did not ſee 


them until ſeven, when we made them to be 
about Fifty Sail bearing down upon us in a 


Line with a ſmall Gale about the Weſt-ſouth- 
weſt. About eleven we began to engage. The 
French Admiral came within point blank of 
our Admiral, who with his Squadron lay by 
to receive him. Mr. Ruſſel, as ſoon as he faw 
Tourville bring to, gave him three Cheers, 


which was anſwered by a Volley of Small Shot 


from Tourville, and was ſoon returned with 


' a Broad-Side from our Admiral. The Vice- 
Admiral of the French White engaged Sir Ra. 
Delavall. Ina trice we were ſo buried in Fire 


and Smoke, and had ſuch hot Service our 


ſelves, that we could not ſee or mind what 


others did. Between four and five, word was 


brought to the Captain on the Quarter-Deck 


that there was above Seven foot Water in the 
Hold, and that notwithſtanding both Pum 

were kept going, yet the Water increaſed ; 
and beſides this, that the Powder Room was 
full of Water, and the Powder Barrels all 
ſwimming about, which was occaſioned by a 


great Shot that came into the Carpenter's 


Store-room. The Captain ſent word of this 
misfortune to Sir Ra. Delavall our Flag, who 
oY E or- 


26 
ordered him to haſten out of the Line and ca- 
reen the Ship, and ſtop the Leaks, which we 
did. Some of our Powder-Barrels were ſo 
tight. that the Powder in them was not at all 
damnifyed, ſo that out of Eighty Barrels we 
ſaved about Forty. Between fix and ſeven, 
having made a bad ſhift to ſtop our Shot- 
holes, we ſet ſail to recover into our ſtation. 
About five the Wind came up about the South- 
eaſt, and then the French tack'd and made a- 
way from us as faſt as they could. But Sir 
_ Cloudeſly Shovel and part of his Diviſion be- 
ing got to the Weſtward of them with ſome 
of the Blue, took them up and engaged them 
until nine; when they left off and drove to 
and fro on the tide, there being little or no 
wind. We loſt in the Engagement ſeven Men, 
and had Eighteen wounded ; moſt of them 
having their Legs ſhattered, or ſhot off above 
_ knee. "The Cook, James Duell, was one of the 
firſt that fell. Soon after half of poor Webber's 
Face was ſhot away; notwithſtanding which 
he lived two days, and almoſt all the time kept 
ſinging. A Shot came through my Cabin, 
which killed one Kern a Plymouth Man. A 
Gun on the Quarter Deck ſplit, which killed 
two, and wounded three, one of which was 
Mr. Raymond,whoſe Leg was much ſhattered, 
and is ſince cut off. Our Long-boat was ſunk 
at our ſtern. Moſt of the damage we received 
was from the Vice-Admiral of the White, 
"wad, finding the Soverergn's fide too rack 
tac 
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tack'd aſtern and revenged himſelf upon us. 
At ten a great Ship blew up, which we ſup- 


poſe to be one of the French. We had it very 
foggy all night, ſo that we loſt ſight of the 


Enemy. 188 the Admiral made the Signal 


May 20. at four this morning, for every 
Ship to make the beſt of his way after them. 
We could not ſee any of them until about 


nine, when it cleared up and we diſcovered 
them ſtanding to the Weſtward with all 3 


ſail they could crowd, the Wind Eaſterly. A 
this time Dunnoſe bore North ſeven * 


off. We made the beſt of our way after them, 
and at twelve Cape Bar fleur bore South and by 
WMeſt diſtant about fix leagues; and the Ene- 


my was about three leagues to the Southward ; 
of us. The Wind in the Afternoon came a- 
bout to the South-Weſt, and we kept plying 
after them until fix, when the Ebb being 
done, both Fleets came to an Anchor. Cape de 


Hague bore from us W. S. W. five leagues off; 
and the Enemy was about four miles to wind- 


ward. At twelve we weighed as they did, and 


plyed after them all the 0 5 V2. until | 


May 21. Six this morning; ; when the Ene- 
my anchored between Ornay and Cape de Hague 


in the Race; and we about a League to Lee- 
ward of them, the Wind ſtill South-weſt. At 


nine about ſixteen of the Enemy's Ships drove 


to lee ward of our Fleet, between us and their

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own Shore; which our Admiral ſeeing, made 
the Signal for the Fleet to cit and chaſe; 
which; we. did, leaving the Admiral of the 


| Dutch; and Admiral of our Blue with ſeveral 


Dutch and Engliſh Frigates at Anchor to take 
care of about fifteen fail of the French at An- 


chor in the Race, and about thirteen without 


it. The General, Vice-Admiral of the Blue, 
and Rear of the Red, gave chace to Ten or 


Twelve fail to the Eaſtward : our Flag with 


his Diviſion chaced three of the French into 
Cheirburg, or Sheerbrook, About three in the 
afternoon we anchored off of Cheirburg, hav- 
ing the Town open, and the three Ships cloſe 
under the Town. Sir Ralph ordered a Fireſhip | 
to go in and deſtroy one of them, which was 


aſhore, and had cut away his Maſts; but they 


ſhot away her Boat, and ſo ſhe returned with- 
out execution. Sir Ralph finding his own Ship 


too big to venture in within Gun- Shot, hoiſt- 
ed his Flag on board the Saint Alban's, and 
went in and battered at the Ships a little, and 
came out and anchored again. ; 


May 22. Moſt of our Ships under the Se- 
cond Rate weighed at three this morning, and 


anchored within reach of the Enemy's Guns, 
and exchanged ſeveral Shot, At ten Sir Ralph 


ordered in three Fireſhips ; one on board her, 


that yeſterday cut her Maſts by the Board, 
which proved to be the Royal Sun. She fired 


a great number of Guns at the Fire-Ship but 


did 
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did no great damage to her. When the Fire- 


Ship was got ſo near her that there could be 
no thoughts of getting back again, they found 
that they could not come to lay the Royal Sun 


on Board becauſe of the Boats which were by 


her ſide to keep them off, and her Maſts which 
were thruſt out for the ſame purpoſe, The 
Captain of the Fire-ſhip however ſet fire to 


his Ship, and left her floating with the Tide. 
The Fire-ſhip ſhot aſtern of the Sun, and no 
one expected that ſhe would do any ſervice. 


But Providence ordered it ſo that the Wind 


and Flame overpower'd the Tide, and drove 
her back on the only part of the Royal Sun 


where ſhe could be lain on board, v:z. on her 


Stern; and ſo ſhe was burnt, having ſeveral hun- 
dreds of Men on board when ſhe was ſet on 
fire; but Tourville went aſhore yeſterday in 


his Boat. She was a Ship of about 108 Guns, 
and by all relation as goodly a Ship as ever 
was ſeen. Another Fire-ſhip went aboard an- 


other Three-deck'd-ſhip, called the Congue- 


rant, and burnt her without much oppoſition. 


When the Men in the third Ship had ſeen two 


of their Conſorts thus burn, they got away as 
faſt as they could from her, and left her to be 


fired by our Boats. The third Fire-ſhip which 


was ſent in run aground, and was fired by her 


_ own Company, that ſhe might not be left for 
the Enemy. All day we had good weather and 


fine Weſterly Gales. At one in the afternoon 


we weighed, and failed from Cheirburg and 


joined

joined Sir Jobn Aſhby and Admiral Almondee, 


and at eight at night anchored four leagues 
from Cape de Hague, which bore Weſt- ſouth- 
May 23. Sir John Aſhby and the Dutch Ad- 
miral having left off their Chace before we 
came up with them, we all together at ſix this 
morning weighed and ſtood to the Eaſtward. 
At ten or eleven we diſcovered our Fleet a- 


bout two leagues to the Northward of La 


Hogue, and at two we anchored by them, they 


having chaced into La Hogue thirteen fail of 


the French. In the afternoon Vice-Admiral 
Rook, and about Ten fail of Third and Fourth 
Rates, by the Admiral's orders weighed, and 


went in almoſt within ſhot of the Ships, but 
the Pilots would not carry them farther in by 
reaſon of the Shoal Water, beſides ſeveral Banks 

Which are on that Coaſt, The Vice-Admiral 


hoiſted his Flag in the Eagle, and beſides the 
Ships that were with him, he had all the Bar- 


ges and Pinnaces of the Fleet to attend him, 


well mann'd and arm'd. In the evening he 
ſent in a Fire-ſhip and all the Boats to deſtroy 
the Six Ships that lay outmoſt. The Fire-ſhip 


run aſhore, but was got off the next day. As 


ſoon as the French ſaw our Boats with a Fire- 
ſhip coming near them, they all quitted their 


Ships, being afraid of being ſerved as the poor 


Fellows were at Cheirburg the day before. 


Our Boat was the firſt that got aboard any of 
the Ships. Lieutenant Paul entered a Three- 


Deck 
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Deck Ship, and found no creature aboard, ſo he 
ordered Ne Boats Crew to cut Chips and lay 


them together in order to ſet her on Fire, 


which was ſoon done. My Lord Danby burnt 


his Face as he was blowing Tow and Oakam, 
Sc. to ſet another Ship on fire, ſome Gun- 
powder taking fire near him, The whole mob 
of Boats went from Ship to Ship untill they 


had burnt the fix, notwithſtanding they were 


within leſs than Muſket ſhot of the Town, 
and a ſmall Fort of about fix or eight Guns. 
But as the Ships were burning, their Guns 


which were all loaden went off, and the Bul- 
lets flying all round, ſo diſordered all the Men 
on the Shore, that they quitted their Poſts. 

May 24. This morning all the Boats and 


two Fire-ſhips were again ordered in to de- 


{troy Seven Sail more, that were got at leaſt a 


mile above the Town. The Fire- ſhips run a- 
ſhore, and not being able to get off were burnt 
by our own Men; but though the Fire- ſhips 
had met with ſuch bad ſucceſs, yet our Boats 
met with better, and did execution even beyond 


expectation, for they not only burnt the 
ſeven Men of War, but alſo at leaſt Twenty 
Veſſels ſuppoſed to be Tranſport Ships deſign- 


ed for England, and every thing they met with 
ſo far as / went, In the whole Action (both 
over night and this morning) we loſt not ten 


Men. They plainly faw King James's Camp 
and Standard near La Hogue from their Boats, 


By Noon our Boats werc all returned with 


French 
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French Colours flying as Trophies, which oc- 
caſioned this miſtake: In the evening the Ad- 
miral ſent his Boat towards the Shore with a 
Flag of Truce, to know what they would 
have done with the Priſoners, and whether 
they would have them put aſhore or not; but 
the People on the Shore thinking the White 
Flag was deſigned only to infult over them, as 
was done in the Morning ; fired at the Boat, 
and would not let her come near the Land. 
May 25. But one Captain Macdonnell was 
ſent off with a Flag of Truce to excuſe it. 
This Morning at eight v we and the whole Fleet 
came to fail with ſmall Gales between the Eaſt 
and South-eaſt. At twelve Cape Bar fleur bore 
North-weſt by Weſt three or four leagues off. 
At two in the afternoon the Admiral of the 
Blue, a Vice and Rear-Admiral of the Dutch, 
with about thirty Sail anchored, being left by 

the General to deſtroy three or four more of 
the French, which we heard were aſhore far- 
ther to the Eaſtward, whilſt all the reſt ſtood 
to the Northward. 

May 26. Moderate Eaſterly Gales and thick 
Weather. At four this evening we all anchored 
at Saint Helen's, 

May 29. Admiral of the Blue and all we left 
_ behind, came hither, having done nothing. 

June 4. We and all the Ships that had been 
much damaged i in the Engagement, run into 
Spithead to refit, and this my our W 
began to work.

T Hag being the 19th of May, at Day- 


light, the Wind at ee by Weſt, 
a fine gale, and hazy weather, we ſaw our 
Scouts to Windward making the ſignal of the 
Enemy's approaching, and at broad day ſaw 


the French Fleet to the Weſtward of us ſtand- 


ing towards us, We ſoon got into a Line of 


Battle, and were ſoon prepared, and lay by to 
receive them. We had fo little Wind that it 
Was about eleven o' clock before we joined 
Battle, which was begun in the Center of the 


Fleet. For Tourville in the Royal Sun (a glo- 


rious Ship of 106 Guns) ſtocd directly for our 
Admiral Mr. Ruſſel then on board the Britan- 
nig, a Ship little inferior to che French Gene- 


ral either in Glory or Strength. Here the Fight 


begun; and I will do the French that luſtice, 
that is, their Admiral and all his Squadron, as to 
declare that I never faw ony come ſo near be- 
fore they began to fight in my life. I will leave 


the two chief Admirals with their whole 
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: Squadrons, it may be, in as hot Engagement 
as ever was fought, and take a little notice of 


What the other part of our Enemy's Fleet 
did. 


Firſt, the Dutch who led our Van, being | 
about Twenty-five Line of Battle Ships were 
attack'd by Amphreville, who commanded the 


French White and Blue Diviſions, which con- 


ſiſted of about Fifteen Ships, whereof five or 


ſix were Three-deck Ships, and none had un- 


der Sixty Guns. Amphreville ſeeing himſelf 


overmatch'd in number, fought the Dutch 


at that diſtance, that very little Damage was 
done on either fie 

The French Blue that was cu by 
Gabarel, finding they could not ſtretch our 


Blue, joined cloſe with Tourville's Squadron, 
and had their Station and ſhare in the Battle, 


all but ſeven of them with our Rear Admiral 
of the Red. 


In this Poſture, Affairs ſtood he two Hours, 


by which time the Britannia had ſo beaten the 


French Sun, that I ſaw when he could not 


make uſe of his 1 TARY Fer: it being ſhot 


away, he let down his Main-fail, and tack'd 
from the Britannia. This tacking, with the 


Wind ſhifting from the South-weſt by Weſt, |

therefore had nothing to do. When the Wind 
ſhifted to the Weſt-north-weſt, as before I 


took notice of (it was then about one o Clock) 
with this Shift of Wind the Rear-Admiral of 


the Red kept his Luff, and with fix of his 


_ Diviſion and his Fireſhips weathered Tourv:lle 


and all his Squadron, and broke the French 
Line, dividing the French Blue from the White. 


But our Blue with this Wind kept their Luff 
and weathered the French; upon which the 


French Vice-Admiral of the Blue, and other 


five or fix Ships that were near him, and had 
never fired a Gun all day ſet their Sails and run. 


Our Rear Admiral of the Blue and his Diviſion 


fell upon the Admiral of the French Blue and 
his Diviſion, but pretended not to hinder their 
joining the French Admiral, but exchanged 
ſome Shot, and ſuffered them to bear athwart 
the Rear-Admiral of the Red, and join Tour-

By this time it was four in the Afternoon, 


when the Wind duller'd away, and a ſmall air 


came Eaſterly, when Tourville and his Diviſion 
with the French Ships near him anchor'd, the

Admiral of the Red with that part of his Di- 
viſion that was with him, alſo anchored in half 


| ſhot a- head of him, all bat the Sandwich, who

kt: d. 


The Rear Admiral of the Red found hat 


Tourville mightily galled ſome of his Ships as 


they lay at Anchor, and therefore ordered one 
of his Fireſhips to drive athwart Tourvzlle's 


Halſe. The Tide running very ſtrong, the 
Fireſhip's Captain did his Duty, but Tourville 


eſcaped burning by cutting his Cable, and tow- 


ing from the Fireſhip. 


Touruvlle foon anchored again, Al this day 
hath been accompanied with Fogs, fo that 


ſometimes we have been obliged to leave off 


Fighting, though in leſs than Point-blank one 


of the other. Here we lay at an Anchor till 


about eight at Night, at which time our Blue 
drove amongſt the Rear-Admiral of the Red's 


Diviſion ; and they together drove through the 


French Fleet; ſo ended the day. 

is Evening! in driving through the French, 
three of our Fireſhips were burnt, and a great 
French Ship of three Decks, but whether by 


accident or by our Fircſhips I know not. 


Friday the 20th, it was mighty thick and 


foggy in the Morning but clear in the After- 
noon, the Wind the forepart of the day Eaſt- 


erly. We all chaſed the French to the Welſt- 
ward,

ward, and this Evening the Wind ſhortened 


to the South-weſt. The French and we ſtopt

derney, and we had a fine freſh gale at South- 


weſt ; but when the Flood came ſtrong, the 
French, that is, fifteen of them, their Anchors 
would not hold, which obliged them to cut 
and ſtand to the Eaſtward along their ſhore. 
Our Admiral did the fame with part of the 


Fleet, that is, the Dutch and the Admiral of 
the Blue rid faſt to keep their Chace after the 


reſt of the French that did not drive. 'Thoſe 


Ships which cut, followed the French ſo cloſe,

alias Cheirburg, where they were the next day 


burnt by Sir Ralph Delavall's directions. The

monday Morning the 23d, Sir Clude efly fell 
very ill; ſo Vice-Admiral Rook was ordered 
by the Admiral to command the Attack, and 
ſtood towards the French. The ſix Ships which 
lay outermoſt were ſoon forſaken by their 
Men, and our Men went on board and ſet 
them on Fire. 
Nueſday the 24th, other FINE of the French 
that had got farther into La-Hogue at the ap- 
proach of our Fire Ships left their Ships, and 
were alſo burnt by our Boats. Nay, our good 
fortune ſtopt not here; for our Boats went 
farther into the Harbour and burnt about 
Twenty of their Traitport Ships,

| fixteen, there are Six Ships wanting, of which 
they can give no account, and that about 
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"nineteen of their Ships put into St. Malo S, 
and not above four or five of their whole Fleet 


got into Bret. We hear that two or three 


of them are got into. Havre-de-Grace, Ne- 


ver was the like Rout known. Had the 


Weather not been fo thick, it is highly pro- 


bable that not a Ship of them had eſcaped us; 
or had our whole Fleet anchored as ſoon as | 


they did, for then they had all been hem'd 


in betiveen us; our whole Blue Squadron be- 
ing got to the Weſtward of them, as the Red 


were to the Eaſtward. But the Weather Was 


ſo foggy that our Blue drove upon them be- 


fore they knew where they were got, and ſo 
were forced to drive through them.

North and Eaſt. About nine we got into the

to the Eaſtward; and finding that ſome of them 


endeavoured for the Bay of Cherburgh, 1 ſtood 
in for that Place; where I found three Three- 
deck d-Ships of the Enemies, but ſo cloſe to 


the Shore, and within ſome Rocks, that it was 


not ſafe for me to attempt them, till T had in- 
formed myſelf of the Road, they being 'hawl'd 
into Shoal-Water : I immediately took my 
Boats, and ſounded within Gun-ſhot of them, 


which they endeavoured to prevent, by firing 


at us. And that no time might be loſt, I went 
immediately on Board the St. Alban's; where, 
for the Encouragement of the Seamen, I boiſt- 
ed my Flag; and having ordered the Ruby, 
with two Fire-ſhips, to attend me, I ſtood in 
with them, leaving the Great Ships without, 


as drawing too much Water, But coming very 
near, they galled ſo extremely, and finding the 
Fire-ſhips could not get in, I judged it beſt 
to retreat without Shot, and there anchored; 


and immediately called all the Captains. Where 
it was reſolved to attempt them on the Morn- 


ing wid all the Third and Fourth Rates, and

T Believe it my Duty to acquaint you, That 
on the 21/ inſtant, Admiral Raſſell having 
made the Signal for the Fleet to cut their Ca- 
bdbles, T obſerved the French to be forced from 
the Race of Alderney, (where they anchored) 
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Fire- ſnips. But after having drawn them into 
Four Fathom and a half Water, I found we 
could not do our Bufineſs, the Water being 
ſhoal: upon which I ordered three Fire- ſhips 
to prepare themſelves to attempt the Burni 
of them; going myſelf with all the Barges lf 
Tenders, to take them up, if by the Enemies 
| ſhot they ſhould miſcarry. Indeed, I may fay, 
and I hope without Vanity, the Service Was 
Faun: yet God be praiſed, weine er 
formed, that notwithſtanding all their Shot 
both from their Ships and Fort, Two of our 
Fire-ſhips had good Succeſs, by Burning two 
of them; the other by an unfortunate Shot 
Vas ſet on Fire, being juſt going on board the 
Enemy. Indeed ſo brave was the attempt, that 
1 think they can hardly be ſufficiently reward- 
ed; and doubt not but Their Majeſties will do 
them right, The third French Ship being run 
_ - aſhore, and obſerving the People on Board to 
go aſhore by Boats full; I ordered the Saint 
Altan's, the Reſerve, and others, to fire upon 
her, judging it might cauſe them to quit her: 
E 3 and after having battered her ſome time, I ob-. 
ſerved ſhe made no Reſiſtance. I took all the. 
| Boats armed, and went on Board her. I found. 
| abundance of Men on Board, and ſeveral. 
«+ | - wounded, but no Officers: and having cauſed; 
all the People, as well thoſe who were wound-, 
ed as others, to be taken out, I {et her on Fire, 
and had I not had notice by my Scouts, that; 
| Thirty Ships were ſtanding with me, had ſent 
all the French on ſhore, who are now very 
troubleſome to me. The Ships we ſaw proved 
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to be Sir Jahn Aſeby and the Dutch com- 


ing from the Weſtward. We are proceed- 
ing together to the Eaſtward to La Hogue; 
where I am informed three or four of the E- 
nemies Ships are; and if ſo, I hope God will 
give us good Succeſs, I expect to find the Ad- 
miral to morrow, where I hope to hear he has 


deſtroyed ſome of the Enemies Ships, having 


left him in Chaſe of them laſt Night, ſtanding 
the Eaſtward, and pretty near them, as I judg- 


ed. My Lord, I hope you will excuſe me, if 


I preſume to pray, you will uſe your intereſt 
with the Queen, that a Reward may be given 
to the three Captains of the Fire-ſhips, and 
| ſeveral of the others; for greater Zeal, and 

greater Bravery, I never ſaw. I pray you ex- 
cuſe for being thus tedious, and thus particular. .
